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this is ed hogan wfaa-tv in dallas we're awaiting the arrival of dr robert shaw the attending surgeon of 
governor conley who will give us in just a few moments the latest on the condition of governor conley he's 
about to make his entrance here in the press room on the main floor of parkland memorial hospital an earlier 
press conference that was held dr shaw described the condition and now to we will immediately in just a few 
moments here the latest on our condition on governor conley's condition i've just talked with dr shaw who 
visited with you earlier the governor is just finishing up in the operating room he has been in there since 1 30. 
which means he will have almost four hours in the operating room he is continuing in a satisfactory condition 
the doctor is pleased he says all damage has been arrested at this point and at this point we need only await 
supporting care he will be moved in just a few minutes to the recovery room a room just adjacent to him 
already has been set up for mrs conley who will remain there overnight and indefinitely the governor has a 
cast on his wrist or will have it is now in process of being applied yes sir is he conscious now he is regaining 
consciousness at this time i do not know they're asking what type of bullet it was julian reed with governor 
conley has 
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julian reed with governor conley has arrived large portion of the conley family his mother mrs j b conley is 
present along with brothers merrill stamford wayne and golfrey conley golfery f r e g-o-l-f-r-e-y merrill mer ri 
| | stamford s-t-a-m-f-o-r-d him wayne golfrey sister blanche golfrey g-o-I-f-r-e-y sister blanche who lives here 
in dallas and son johnny that's his oldest son that's mrs blanche klein k-l-i-n-e yes sir johnny's his oldest son 
johnny is his oldest son the other two children sharon and mark are remaining for the time being at the 
mansion in austin they possibly will join him later in the weekend does the governor know that the president's 
dead he does not as far as we know he was asked if the governor knew if the president was dead he said he 
did not know i wouldn't attempt to do that the doctor did a little earlier what part of his body was well basically 
uh the bullet entered in the back penetrated the body based on the doctor's reconstruction it came out in 
front apparently grazed and fractured his wrist and the bullet was spent and remained embedded in the thigh 
correct 
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left sharon s-h-a-r-o-n for the ages of the children sharon is 13 mark is 11. are there any further questions 
will it be another another communique will be held around seven o'clock and that will be a final communique 
unless something else is indicated so seven o'clock will be the final communication for tonight for your 
information gentlemen we are in the process at this moment of setting up a press office here and we will 
have a telephone installed and we'll be able to service you tonight tomorrow we hope in a satisfactory 
manner he has not as far as we know been informed of the president's desk he has not yet regained 
consciousness after the operation is there any nerve damage nerve damage the doctor tells us that as as 


nearly as can be determined at this time there in all probability will be no permanent uh disability of any type 
hopefully wasn't there one broken reupdate let's ask was there one broken ribs and uh julian rita's answer 
there are several shattered ribs this has been an interview uh with julian reed who is with governor connolly's 
party and he is giving the statement 
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and he is giving the statement from dr robert shaw the surgeon on the very latest condition of governor tom 
conley here at parkland hospital in dallas texas are there any other questions mr reed is asked is there any 
plan to move him to another hospital has been asked the question uh was raised earlier tony i i do not know 
of any plan at the present time the doctor indicated that he would like to see him remain here for a period of 
some 10 to 14 days but this obviously will be subject to the governor's own judgment what members of the 
governor's staff have been brought up here here he was traveling with the governor as as i was traveling with 
the governor and uh we we hope to have a temporary operation functioning here by in the morning well 
actually we're already starting some of the telephones already in where i had not heard of the location we 
have talked about setting up temporarily they are speaking now of the possibility of setting up press offices 
uh other than uh this one are they already off i know they already have started installing telephones uh as we 
mentioned before this is julian reed who was with governor connolly's party the presidential party uh this 
morning and he has just given the latest statement from dr robert shaw the attending surgeon uh who is uh 
doing the repair on governor connolly fellas we'll see you thank you very much that concludes the very latest 
uh communique on the condition of governor tom connolly ed hogan wfaa tv dallas at parkland memorial 
hospital dr robert r shaw professor of thoracic 
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dr robert r shaw professor of thoracic surgery at southwestern medical school because of my position i 
accepted the responsibility of taking care of governor connolly following his injury i want to say at the outset 
that the condition of the governor is quite satisfactory in view of the injury that he has sustained he seemed 
to have been struck by just one bullet which entered the right posterior chest close to the shoulder blade and 
coursed downward along the chest wall taking out and fragmenting a portion of the fifth rib on the right the 
bullet then emerged from the chest evidently struck his right wrist fracturing the lower portion of the right 
radius and then entered the left thigh where it was spent the thigh wound is trivial the fracture of the radius 
should heal without difficulty or without further disability our major problem was the sucking wound of the 
right chest wall because in making the wound of the chest the fragments of the fifth rib became what we refer 
to as secondary missiles and these caused a considerable amount of tissue damage in the point where the 
missile emerged from the chest when the wound had been enlarged in order to remove damaged tissue the 
lung could be expect inspected it was found that there was a tear in the middle lobe of the lung which had to 
be repaired 
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of the lung which had to be repaired there was also a small hole in the lower lobe undoubtedly due to a small 
rib fragment this was of no consequence the major problem was a matter of completely controlling all 
bleeding points removing all damaged muscle and tissue and then securing a tight closure of the chest wall 
so that the right lung could be re-expanded the governor's condition was good during all of this he was 
perfectly lucid before anesthesia was started and from what we know about his injury and his condition at the 
present time we have no reason to believe that he won't completely recover without significant disability of 
any sort and now reporters who are standing here have asked for questions i want to know how long he will 
be required to stay he will be in the hospital will be determined more by the clearing of the bruise to the right 
lung and i would estimate that this would be in the neighborhood of 10 to 14 days this doesn't mean that this 
injury will be completely clear by this time but at least we should have a good idea as to the trend of the 
clearing i asked the governor yes a reporter asked if the governor knew he was the president was dead he 
said they didn't tell him 
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they're now asking is he out of surgery and resting comfortably in his room care of the compound fracture of 
the right radius as soon as that is finished he will be taken to the recovery room where he will be carefully 
watched until he has regained all of his vital signs now his vital signs are good now but we like to observe 
them for a period of time this is a routine measure until blood pressure is stable respirations are satisfactory 
and until the governor is fully recovered from the anesthesia in other words he's fully conscious responding 
rationally to questions they're asking now if a bullet was from it hasn't been removed this is a very 
insignificant factor though it will be removed left eye but there's no significant injury to the left eye before he 
goes to the recovery room it was asked when will it be revered they're not asking will will he stay at this 
hospital the doctor says it will be advisable has it been definitely determined one bullet really a reconstruction 
of what must have happened but assuming of course that we know that the government was in governor was 
in a sitting position we know that the wound of entrance is alongside the shoulder blade here that the wound 
of exit was here we speculate that his arm perhaps was about in this position and that it fractured his arm 
here and then went on with him sitting into his left thigh this is a matter of trying to reconstruct the trajectory 
of the bullet he was shot from above and he was in a sitting position so we 
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and he was in a sitting position so we feel that this is all one bullet that uh the question was asked of the lung 
collapse collapsed however don't stress that point the lung can be easily re-expanded it's like a balloon you 
can let it down and blow it up again what are the chances of complications for a man his age the lung has 
now re-expanded was he getting a large quantity of blood 1500 cc's of blood we counted in units 500 cc's to 
a unit and this is what has been given back to him sir we missed the early part of your uh diagnosis and your 
explanation would you do it once more for us please his general they're still asking questions of uh dr robert 
shaw from the press room of parkland memorial hospital in dallas ask if he said anything he said nothing 
more however than an injured man will say he said that it hurt and don't press too hard in this position and so 
forth but he made no statements other than the statements of a normal human being who sustained an injury 
did he remain conscious of the doctor perfectly no not in my presence i wasn't there all the time do you 
anticipate any permanent damage the answer is no he does not was miss conley with him before he went 
under the anesthesia 
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under the anesthesia with him during the time that i saw governor conley however she was just outside the 
door and i talked to mrs conley before the governor was taken to surgery and told all right you have been uh 
viewing and listening to dr robert shaw the attending surgeon on governor connolly here in parkland 
memorial hospital they are now actually just repeating for another cameraman because he missed the first 
portion of the press interview this is from a makeshift press room here in parkland memorial hospital we want 
to say this that this investigation has been carried on jointly by the fbi the secret service the rangers and the 
dallas police department captain french has been in charge is he confessed sir has made a statement he has 
not confessed he has made no statement charges of murder have been accepted against any particular 
thing that he said that caused you to file the charges regarding the president's death against him physical 
evidence is the main thing that we are relying on what kind of evidence what is that when will he go before 
the grand jury i don't know if that is that is that the next step the next step wouldn't be that what will happen 
to him tonight or will he be good we will continue with the investigation there are still many things that we 
need to work on within 25 within 48 hours we think he might be before the jury let mr wade make there's still 
some more ends that we're working on this will be presented immediately to the grand jury as soon as some 
of the evidence is examined that will be examined 
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will be examined today at night and tomorrow he has been filed before filing judge david johnson's justice 
peace precinct 2 of dallas been held without bond on this case and the other case too it'll probably be the 


middle of next week before it goes to the grand jury because of some more evidence uh that has to be 
examined by the laboratory sir mr wade could you elaborate on the physical evidence well a gun and some 
other things that were yeah the gun is one of those if he's engaged we don't know if people have been that's 
what we don't want mr wade did you say the gun has specifically been connected with him that is the murder 
weapon and is his weapon sir are you going to bring him out can you talk about it can we get in the room 
where you get a picture of him can we get a press conference where he can stand against the wall that's all 
right i think it's the page what is the evidence that links him to the gun i don't kind of go into the evidence now 
it'll be in the we're going to get in a larger room here that's what we're talking about here i like the assembly 
room right around 
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i like the assembly room right around here all right let's go let's go down there with it soon afterwards the 
man who has all the answers is led down the hall on his way to a photo session with the press let's go ahead 
and keep moving he's being moved down to the basement assembly room keep moving stay back he'll be 
taken down to the basement assembly room where he will confront the assembly of press gathered here at 
the police station for the past 10 hours or so of interrogation for homicide detectives going at him one ata 
time over this 10-hour period any time well not necessarily no captain first is he showing any sign at all of 
cracking no i couldn't say about that captain will fritz the chief interrogator of lee oswald here at the dulles 
county police station it is now 10 minutes past 12 central standard time in dallas as lee oswald is being taken 
from this third floor where he has been for the past several hours down to the assembly room there the 
police chief chief curry along with district attorney excuse me at the names the district attorney and the police 
chief along with the suspect we'll meet the press 
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press frank wade is the district attorney lee oswald as you know has been formally charged not only with the 
murder of patrolman tippet but also the assassination of president kennedy he has at no time given any sign 
apparently of cracking under the pressure of constant interrogation as i mentioned before four homicide 
detectives have been questioning him now for some 10 solid hours he has been formally charged before a 
precinct to justice of the peace for dallas county david johnston johnson says that he will be brought probably 
before a grand jury sometime the middle of next week and will be indicted for the murder of the president so 
police parade lee harvey oswald before photographers in a downstairs room at city hall oswald is grim and 
tight-lipped afterwards he's brought back upstairs to a solitary cell where he will spend a restless night 
suspect lee harvey oswald has now been booked into the dallas police station he has been taken to a single 
cell on the fifth floor of this building where he's being held under heavy guard and apparently will not be 
questioned anymore within the next few hours the ten hours of interrogation took place inside the door 
directly behind me where a team of four homicide detectives led by homicide police captain will fritz talk to 
the suspect for some 10 hours he at this point has been formally charged with the assassination of the 
president as well as the murder of patrolman j.d tippett oswald at no point during these ten hours of 
interrogation has apparently admitted anything he admits to being in the building at approximately the time of 
the presidential assassination and he was captured at a theater in a section of dallas some four miles from 
the assassination scene it was at this point that patrolman tippett was found shot to death in his police car 
paraffin 
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shot to death in his police car paraffin tests show that the suspect has fired a gun this would not uh 
necessarily mean the rifle involved in the presidential assassination oswald when asked as he came out of 
that door and was taken downstairs from this third floor to the basement to the booking desk did you kill the 
president he said i did not district attorney frank wade for dallas county says the suspect oswald will probably 
be taken before a grand jury sometime the middle of next week where he will be formally indicted for the 
murder of the president and patrolman tippet police officials here working in close cooperation with federal 


authorities the fbi are at this point fairly non-committal as to exactly what the suspect has admitted but he 
apparently has made no confession and after 10 hours of constant interrogation has held on to his initial 
story the scene in this hallway now is considerably quieter than it was throughout the past 10 hours soon 
after the arrest of oswald was made known this hall was jammed with the mob of news reporters and 
government who converged on the area minutes after the assassination of the president the charging of lee 
oswald 24 year old suspect was before dallas county justice of the peace david johnston he simply told the 
suspect you are hereby charged with the murder of patrolman jd tippett in one formal charge out of president 
john f kennedy in the other is accused of murdering both of these men with malice of forthol first degree 
murder suspect oswald as i said is now on the fifth floor of this building in an isolated cell under heavy guard 
where he will be held through the night with possibly more interrogation 
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more interrogation and certainly more interrogation tomorrow this is roger sharp at the dallas police station 
before first of all bob clark abc news and bob walker here the news director of wfaa-tv before we get into the 
last hours of president kennedy uh to bring you up to date and we will have this uncovered to begin here 
facilities are being set up in parkland hospital dallas to run the state from parkland hospital uh and of course 
as abc has told you no commercial programming will be on their network and of course wfaa until further 
notice uh bob walker and this gentleman bob clark are now ready with the last hours of president kennedy 
from the time he arrived at carrswell air force base yesterday until there's a moment now remember at the 
end of this we will have the last statements from uh julian reed the governor's press secretary and also a bit 
of background from wbsu in new orleans in the form of an audio tape on the gentleman who as the dallas 
police department says looks good lee h oswald so let's roll the tape down for ready already in this tape uh 
first of all the film gathering outside the texas hotel at 8 45 this morning the uh president walked bareheaded 
and no coat through this misty rain parking lot across the street from fort worth's hotel texas where some 
eight thousand people gathered to get him to no this was a speech that had been added to mr kennedy's 
schedule last night so the people of fort worth his other speeches were before business 
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his other speeches were before business and labor liverpool president uh smiling and walked out to speak 
this morning he had been introduced by vice president johnson shortly very impulsive uh breeder of people 
this was the first time today that he uh uh pushed toward a crowd to shake hands this is the sort of thing that 
gives stem shivers to the secret service but it's the sort of thing mr kennedy often does impulsively seem as 
if he was always overjoyed people would be happy to see him a president loves to meet people he loves to 
shake hands uh he got a kick out of doing this as president this is 8 45 this morning central standard time in 
fort worth the vice president enjoying his introduction president kennedy which has just concluded it was 
raining just before mr kennedy stepped across the street raining quite hard and then eased up a bit didn't like 
to wear a hat at all now he uh after this speech uh his next speech when he went inside the hotel he was 
presented with the traditional 10 gallon hat given to visitors of note in texas mr kennedy joshed a bit he said 
that he didn't put the hat on he said i'll put it on in the white house next monday if you'll come up there you'll 
get a chance to see it right and now we will see some of the videotape of the speech after breakfast at the 
texas hotel this morning this is the last speech i proudly present the president of the united states 
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president kennedy at uh the hotel texas in fort worth this morning at about nine o'clock the speech an 
interesting thing here uh bob let me interrupt mrs kennedy was late coming in and many of the ladies were 
disappointed because she wasn't there and it kind of was well she always takes one more time because it 
takes a while to get prettier so uh yes the president then followed that by saying that when he was in paris 
two years ago he was described as he described himself as the man who accompanied mrs kennedy of 
terrorists he said he felt somewhat the same way today in texas right those were scenes at the president's 
last speech that was at uh that was about 9 15 this morning yes i would hate to pin it down about 9 15 dallas 


time this morning anyway excuse me our next shots will be at love field for the uh president uh texas hotel 
back to carswell air force base outside fort worth flew over here in a very short hop of love field there they 
have just arrived at love field this was about 11 30 this morning palestine hour and a half before he was to be 
once dead uh this is where he greeted the official greeters and then as bob clark mentioned this he so often 
loves it again broke out of his planned plan and went up to the fence the president and mrs kennedy moved 
together toward the fence in here again this is the sort of thing that uh sends shutters and shivers through 
the secret service but that this is the president's prerogative they together they must have shaken at least a 
hundred hands certainly every hand that was thrust in front of them i moved down the fence for something 
like 50 feet it seemed they just kept going and going at this stage very cordial receptionist about the crowd 
they're breaking into cheers and applause and running 
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applause and running back and forth behind me against her closer it was a very warm reception mrs 
kennedy was carrying a bouquet of red roses here and kept them clutched to her as she moved on with the 
president shaking hands this was the the to remind you this was the arrival of president kennedy and mrs 
kennedy in his entourage this morning uh at about 11 35 or 11 40. i love field and by this time the skies had 
cleared off it looked like a beautiful day uh it was raining a few minutes before mrs kennedy was mrs 
kennedy was wearing a fuchsia suit a gay spring pink with a pillbox hat the president also joshed a bit about 
mrs kennedy's wardrobe this morning when she showed that speech in fort worth uh he laughed and said 
that nobody wonders what lyndon and i wear and of course lyndon johnson uh i would like to stay with these 
just a bit longer because uh readily seen president and his vibrance is a very happy frame of mind not to see 
not estimated to somewhere near two thousand people uh a good crowd i think and that the president wants 
to be on public display as i mentioned earlier a very a long time in dallas and uh they moved all along that 
short principle taking a lot of time and saying hello to a lot of people as you can tell they they disappear 
behind the masses of people for a while but finally you will see them emerge and see the crowds of people 
as they not pass up anyone interesting thing the day before we're out with the secret service people finding 
out where we could put our mobile cruiser and put our cameras and the secret service man said that 
president kennedy definitely would not go beyond this line and that line 
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go beyond this line and that line and at this moment he was forgotten where any line was that he was 
supposed not to go across and his wife taking hands as he did in fort worth and i think rob uh following him 
poster and other excursions yes the president has done this ever since he's been in the white house he did it 
of course during the 1960 campaign the interesting fact this morning was that he was accompanied by the 
first lady today began as the most intensive day of personal campaigning the first lady has ever put in 
mentally in the 1960 campaign she remained in the background he had said that she was campaigning 
frequently with her husband this year this texas trip for her first open campaign efforts in his behalf bob you 
were out there the crowd was wonderful right yes uh god was just tremendous breaking the weather was just 
i was out there eight o'clock three and a half hours before that about 9 30 every one shot a day there's a 
patch fair enough at one disguise climbing up on shoulders pretty good this is when it appeared that he had 
finished shaking the pants and moved back to the fence and started in again i think bob because he saw 
some people down there that were still along the fence and he really just wanted to since he had done 
shaking hands with 
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since he had done shaking hands with some of the people he wanted to go along the entire world many of 
these outstretched hands got handshakes from both the president and the first lady she was moving along 
behind him at this stage the same hands that had already been pressed at him just a few seconds here we'll 
be moving over to the shots of the ladder and see directly behind the president but the secret service no 
secret service man can give the president absolute protection these uh scenes were taken this morning at 11 


30 dallas time at love field the president arrived from fort worth to dallas just prior to the beginning of the 
motorcade which carried him all the way through downtown i was there and couldn't couldn't help but remark 
he's and shaking went on and on the president actually held up his departure from the airport for almost 10 
minutes impromptu now they are finished handshaking almost across this bottom of the picture particles by 
some telephone booths which have been sent about their specific threats they go back into the movie 
governor conley there with his head off the last word we have from parkland hospice is not the governor his 
professional satisfactor the state government of texas uh 
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the state government of texas uh has been with the parkland hospital this is the celebrated bubble top 
limousine from the white house fleet the bubble top is not up today driven out to texas to be here for the 
president's visit be directly behind the president and the other open car uh the secret service follow car 
phone call i don't see how i think it's impossible to give perfectionism here's looking back the last time that 
john f kennedy was in dallas was in 1961 homage to a dying old friend of his the late speaker of the house 
mr kennedy it's almost been forgotten made a telephone call this morning to check the uh vice president who 
celebrated his 95th birthday we were told as we were riding along here in the procession behind mr kennedy 
riding with an assistant white house press secretary told that uh mr garner had in talking with mr kennedy 
had said god bless you mr president don't listen to what they say against you i remember i was downtown 
now and could see down main street 
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this is firewood in maine where the president turned onto main street full of bunting and gala decorations 
people lining the streets right at the noon hour actually about this time now down to the spot where the 
president was shot yes police officer bullets have just been fired people hitting the ground people running 
there this at this point you can see the the uh presidential motorcade speeding up it paused for not more 
than three or four seconds just after the shots were fired and a secret service man gave the order here to 
take off immediately for the nearest hospital the hospital where the president was taken was three or four 
miles away it moved at a speed of 50 or 60 miles an hour that was in the car just three automobiles behind 
the presidents we stayed with motivated i was right around the corner and thought that we have said to me a 
number of times i thought it was fireworks i was in jerry haynes i said my god no fireworks and sure enough 
we went across and looked over the bridge just in time to see the presidential card this is part of the hospital 
here president was taken in the emergency entrance of the hospital directly across the emergency area of 
the hospital we our car stopped some 50 feet behind his texas senator texas senator ralph yarborough 
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under by this time thousands have gathered apartment president died about 15 minutes after arriving at the 
hospital less than 25 minutes after he was shot he died at one o'clock doctors told us later that they felt as 
soon as they had examined him that he they had no chance for fighting he never regained consciousness he 
never spoke to the time he was shot until he died at um this is wayne hawks a veteran member of the white 
house staff this is one of the doctors who attended the president just a few moments we'll have films but this 
news conference ready learned for the first time that that there was some doubt as to whether kennedy had 
messed up by one or two votes and finally people now grief stricken outside the hospital upon learning 
officially that president kennedy had been shot dead 
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disbelief completely broken up in over 60 years since 1901 the president these were scenes at parkland 
hospital shortly after one o'clock dallas time news of the death of president kennedy the president's body is 
in parkland hospital at this time these films were taken now the body is being moved in this white hand and i 
think the emotions shown there i think perhaps the most touching events of this tragic day was the heavy 
bronze casket being carried from the emergency ward to a web of evidence appears to be closing in on lee 


harvey oswald the 24 year old ex-marine who is the prime and only suspect thus far in the assassination of 
the president oswald has now been formally charged with murder in the shooting of a dallas policeman in a 
theater only 45 minutes after mr kennedy and governor connolly were shot the policeman was checking a tip 
that the assassin had fled into the theater abc's bill lord who is at dallas police headquarters reports that 
oswald has admitted being in the building where the fatal shots were fired at the presidential motorcade but 
the youthful suspect who once tried to become a soviet citizen still insists he did not fire the shots 
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still insists he did not fire the shots that killed the president and critically wounded the governor of texas 
oswald told reporters at police headquarters just an hour ago i don't know what this is all about i didn't do 
anything the gun that fired the fatal shots was found on the sixth floor of the building behind some cartons full 
of school books the empty shells were found on the fifth floor there are fingerprints on the weapon used by 
the assassins a bold action argentine made rifle of world war ii vintage as of this moment police have not 
said whether the fingerprints are oswalds thank you jay watson here the gentleman you just heard from bob 
clark from abc in new york and on his left your extreme right bob walker news director of wfaa tv we would 
like now to present the last hours of president kennedy so if we will roll the tape bob let's take a look at it the 
last hours of president john f kennedy began this morning in a misty grim day in fort worth the city just 28 
miles to the west of dallas at 8 45 this morning president kennedy walked outside of the hotel uh bare- 
headed as usual and without a coat into a parking lot across the street from fort worth's hotel texas this was 
not a planned uh thing earlier when the president's texas itinerary was planned but in response to requests 
from democratic leaders in fort worth the president agreed to come out ahead of his regularly scheduled 
breakfast address as he uh did come out and address some eight thousand people these shots at 8 45 this 
morning in fort worth the president the rain stopped about this time by the way i believe bob clark has been 
raining quite heavily only a few minutes before this speech was added suddenly to the president's schedule 
only yesterday evening 
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only yesterday evening the white house announced at that time that mr kennedy wanted to talk to the people 
of fort worth his other major speech there was to the chamber of commerce it's interesting too uh right before 
the president made his speech he was given a big texas hat the pair of cowboy boots and also mrs kennedy 
was given a pair of boots jim wright fort worth and the vice president uh being able to introduce the president 
which he did and the president kennedy's remarks uh outside were brief but the people responded with warm 
applause so happy that the president saw fit to come outside the hotel since of course the hotel dining room 
where he spoke later has just limited seating capacity eight thousand people was the estimate crowd the 
president had flown into fort worth late last night after a hectic first day on his three days planned three-day 
swing through texas he had the two speeches scheduled in fort worth and then was to move on to dallas 
later in the day uh bob i think the thing we have coming up next is after the president has moved into the 
hotel that was in front of the texas hotel in fort worth now let's see as he moves into and hear a little bit of the 
speech that he made this morning this is the last speech of president john f kennedy and the hotel texas 
made it about 10 to 12 minutes after nine o'clock this morning this is the president's entrance 
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ladies and gentlemen i proudly present the president of the united states after this speech the president was 
presented with a 10 gallon hat to the shouts have put it on mr kennedy who hardly ever wore a hat josh back 
i'll put it on in the white house monday if you'll come up there you'll get a chance to see it president talked for 
about 20 minutes before he went back went to uh back out to carswell air force base to catch the plane at 
love field bob you were out at love field this morning uh would you carry the generation here president uh 
ride the love field at about 11 30 or so which was fairly much on schedule the jet bearing the press corps 
came in first and now here we are at lovefield these shots at 11 30 this morning in dallas an hour and a half 
before the president was pronounced dead a very big crowd the president breaking away up to the fence 


shaking hands with the people gathered along the fence row giving the press a heyday and the secret 
servicemen i'm sure uh a bit of fit at the time what was the added to the crowd bob the crowd was very good 
there were a couple of signs out there in in behalf of another presidential candidate and one just against mr 
kennedy but generally the crowd was very jubilant and this is what really won the crowd over when the 
president walked up along that long fence shaking all of their hands these pictures made about an hour 
before he was shot this is the sort of thing that always gives the secret service the jitters but there's nothing 
you can do about it when the president 
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about it when the president wants to shake hands with people you see just behind mr kennedy that rather 
stern-faced fellow as a veteran member of the white house secret service detail the president and mrs 
kennedy walked along together here shaking together they must have shaken more than a hundred hands 
that were thrust at them over the fence i was talking to the secret service yesterday when they were outlining 
where the president would be and they drew a little line said he will not cross this line he will not do that and 
right now he is 50 yards over the line toward the crowd you can see he's right in the middle of the crowd right 
above our cameras this morning but so obviously pleased uh jay at the reception and the warm welcome this 
is a very gregarious personality he loves people as a bob clark who has followed him many times and we all 
know he constantly did this he loved to go out to the people that came to see him and of course when his 
wife was along as she was today she went right along with him and this the crowd loved stopping and 
shaking hands going all along and i even chanced at one time this morning out there reading his lips thank 
you very much he kept saying thank you very much this was probably the first lady's busiest day of hand 
shaking at least since the 1960 campaign and during that campaign she generally stayed in the background 
she came along on this trip to texas as you'll recall announcing at the time that she planned to campaign 
frequently with her husband next year this was the her first contribution to what was to have been the 
president's bid for reelection films the tape you're seeing was made this morning in about 11 35 at love field 
in dallas when the president arrived here they're getting into the limousine and ready to start their cavalcade 
through dallas this is the limousine of course that the president was still riding in when he was shot this is the 
celebrated bubble top limousine from the white house fleet it's without the bubble top 
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house fleet it's without the bubble top today because of the pleasant weather directly in front of the president 
mrs kennedy our governor and mrs conley governor conley still in critical condition at parkland hospital he 
too of course was shot at the same time that the president was shot fatally we'll have the latest report on that 
from the uh from his press secretary here in a few minutes too the other open limousine of immediately 
behind the president's car is the secret service follow car so called it's filled with secret service men who 
follow the president wherever he goes tonight of course there's a large detail of secret service agents already 
assigned to guard the new president lyndon johnson this is one of the roads here coming out of love field you 
can see the people even out at the outskirts of town lying there and the tremendous crowd in a few moments 
will be coming down main street that is the freeway coming from love field toward downtown dallas love field 
is about seven miles from uh downtown dallas and seven miles from the point which the president was 
assassinated this seven route was lined almost solidly with well-wishers the crowd thickening as it 
approached the downtown area of dallas the one thing that made this such a a tragic contrast in dallas today 
this was one of the friendliest crowds the president has met anywhere along the country there was a striking 
absence of some of the the offensive placards that are often waived at a candidate or a president of the 
united states as he travels across the country still on the outskirts of town yes yes now coming up to there's 
main street maine and harwood right he's on harwood avenue now approaching maine and uh the big turn of 
course was at maine in front of the city hall all the way down main street to a to uh the end of the main street 
which is the courthouse section of town 
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courthouse section of town and on houston street to elm and on elm street was where he met his death this 
is one of the largest crowds that has ever assembled in downtown dallas now the excitement grows right this 
is just seconds after the president was shot there's an officer with his gun out people falling to the ground i 
was right around the corner from that and i ran over and looked over a little balcony and saw the president's 
car take off and the officer falling down the people sprawl on the ground you were in the cavalcade at this 
point i was riding in a wire service pool car as the pool representative of the television and radio networks 
just three cars behind the president's limousine the three shots rang out very loudly very clearly so loud that 
it was hardly anyone realized at the time that they were rifle shots or were gunshots uh almost everyone who 
heard them first thought they were an automobile backfiring that's parkland hospital where they well you 
were there when they took him in there weren't you we raced to the hospital actually the motorcade paused 
for not more than three or four seconds i don't think after uh the shots were fired and after mr kennedy 
slumped over on the back seat of the car at this point the secret service agent in charge sitting in the front 
seat gave the terse order over the radio that communicated with other secret service cars in the motorcade 
to speed immediately to the nearest hospital were you there when the but when they when the president's 
body arrived our car was was just uh behind the presence as we moved in toward the hospital we all of 
course leaped out and ran over to the limousine as i arrived right at the side of the limousine the president 
and first lady were this is senator yarber of texas who was at the hospital uh grief stricken i talked with him 
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uh grief stricken i talked with him briefly briefly he sat sobbing openly in a room inside the hospital but the as 
we reached the first reach the hospital the the president's body was was lying in the back seat of the car 
cradled by mrs kennedy there was a minute or two before the stretcher was wheeled out to the side of the 
limousine and the president was taken immediately into the emergency ward of the hospital and more on the 
and the news reached the ears of the people and they were stunned crowds being moved back now very 
shortly you'll see shots inside parkland hospital uh an official announcement from the press secretary and 
also from a doctor in attendance it was almost an hour after the president was shot before the white house 
announced that he was dead the president actually lived only about 15 minutes after arriving at the hospital it 
took almost 10 minutes to get there he died roughly 25 minutes after the bullet penetrated his head right after 
the priest arrived this is a doctor at parkland hospital who is in attendance at the last moments of the 
president's life and making the official announcement that the president was dead the doctors told us at this 
time that from the moment they first examined mr kennedy on his arrival at the hospital they knew there was 
no hope of saving his life the present was blood was brought in to give the president transfusions during this 
period of some 15 minutes before he died mrs kennedy did not she did not become hysterical mrs kennedy 
throughout this period both when she went in with the 
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when she went in with the her mortally wounded husband and later as she came out walking quietly by the 
side of the heavy closed bronze casket she shed no public tears she simply walked along by the side of her 
husband and i think these this display of emotion in dallas texas could very well stand for the display of 
emotions of everybody in the world not only at that moment but at this moment of course by this time a 
thorough search was going on in the city i uh i grabbed a couple of eyewitnesses to it and brought them back 
to the studio and and all of the policemen who were around where the building where we shot were running 
back toward the railroad tracks back behind trying to uh trying to find out who it was complete uh bedlam 
there at this side now the mortal remains of the president uh leaving parkland hospital mrs kennedy is in the 
hearse all of the curtains drawn the body was taken directly to dallas love airfield there placed aboard air 
force one the jet the white house jet plane on which mr kennedy had flown from washington on this trip 
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
